Secretary-Treasurer all police 
uniforms and other official ap- 
parel and all books, papers, 
Weapons and other articles the 
property of the said Town now 
in his possession or custoay. 
further Resolved that this 
council authorize and direct 
payment to the said James BR. 
Irwin of such part of his salary 
as Chief of Police as is accrued 
up toand including this date, 
and the said payment is hereby 
authorized and directed. 

Councillor Brisco asked if 
legal advice had been had on 
the matter in question, 

Mayor Lyon thought that 
the mover and seconder of the 
resolution may have had the 
necessary legal advice. 

Councillor Sinclair referred

Manitoba Indians Pase Resolution to 
Guard Against -Fire 


Probably nowhere else in Canada is 
there a stronger co-operative spirit 
in forest fire protection than has been 
developed by the Chief Fire Ranger 
of the Domiuion Government among 
the rangers, Indians, trappers and 
packers of the Northern Manitoba 
Fire District. The work among the 
Indiuts nas been especially beneficial, 
for in the past they were notoriously 
careless, especially in leaving camp 
fires burning. But, largely owing to 
the energy and initiative of the Chief 
Ranger, the attitude of th Indians 
has heen changed from one of indif 
ference to one of keen interest, so 
much eo that that official writes: The 
conservation of the forests has be 
come as red-hot a topic out here as 
real estate in the West. 

Recently, when treaty money was 
being paid to the Indians at Cross 
Lake, a special. council meeting of 
seventy-five to eighty Indlans was 
called, at which an animat: discuss 
fon of forest fire protection took 
place. The Chief Ranger writes:— 
While the meeting was in progress, 
the Indian Agent and party came, but 
to the surprise of many the meeting 
held interest till, by a standing vote 
all asserted their willingness to help 
in the pretection of the forests from 
fire. The chief and councillors wish- 
ed me to convey to the Dtrector of 
Forestry at Ottawa this, their resolu- 
tion. 

Whenever possible such councils 
are attended by the Chief Ranger, 
and all Indians promising to co-oper 
ate wfth the Dominion rangers are 
presented with a metr: badge of of- 
fice. The most Intelligent of the Im 
dians are engaged as regular fire 
rangers by the Dominion Government 
and do very conscientious work. Al- 
though the patro: is difficult, being 
done wholly by canoe, and the weath-

Of these England has both the 
largest absolute number and also the 
largest proportion relatively to the 
population—namely, 28,900 altogeth- 
er and 7.8 per 10,000 inhabitants. 
Bulgaria has the smallest number of 
medical practitioners—only 0.47 per 
10,000 inhabitants. In Germany the 
total number of practitioners {is 22,-

in France the total number is 19,800, 
giving 5.1 per 10,000 inbabitants; 
and in Italy the total number is 
18,270, giving 5.6 per 10,000 inhabi- 
tants.—Ireland’s Own.

LUCKY BASEBALL FLUKE. 


Think of a Player Making a Home Run 
on an Infield Fly! 

“In all the years I have been attend- 
ing baseball games—and they are more 
than I wonld care to nymber—there is 
one play which stands out in my mind 
as the greatest 1 have ever seen,” says 
a contributor to the American Maga- 
sine. 

“There was no wonderful skill em- 
bodied in the play. It was, I suppose, 
pure luck. But the fact remains that I 
have never seen it duplicated nor ap- 
proached, and it fs, so far as I know, 
unique in the annals of baseball. 

“The game was one between Wash- 
ington and Cincinnati back in the days 
when Washington was in the National 
league. The score was 1 to 0 in Cin- 
cinnati's favor in the last half of the 
ninth. Two men were out, and Wash- 
ington bad a runner on second, with 
“wiimidt at the bat. On the first ball 
pitched Wilmot swung bard and knock- 
ed an infield fly, the highest I have 
ever seen. The ball went up and up 
until ft was visible only as a tiny 
speck. 

“With the crack of the bat the run- 
ner on second had started for home, 
and he crossed the plate before the 
ball began to fall.

charge, Mr. (afterward Colonel) Pat- 
terson, Another lion, after killing sev- | 
eral men around a station on the rail- 
road, carried off and ate the superin- 
tendent of the division. ‘The latter 
had come down in his private car, 
which was run on a siding, and he sat 
up at a window that night to watch , 
for the lion. But he fell asicep, and | 
the lion climbed on the platform, en- | 
tered the car by the door ond carried 
off his would be slayer through the 
window.

A new edition of a publication known 


prepared in and is now being distributed 
from the Railway Lands Branch of the 
Department of the Interior at Ottawa, 
This interesting compilation shows the 


location throughout the .three Prairie |’ 


Provinces, at a very recent date, of each 
branch of the various Canadian char- 
tered banks and, in table form, the total 
number of branches of each bank in 
Western Canada; also complete informa- 
tion with respect to the capitalization, 
location of head office, ete. of éach. 

In addition to other interesting features 
the map shows that in 1913 there were 
857 branches in operation throughout 
the three Prairie Provinces, in compari- 
son with 106 in 1903. 

Irrespective of the special information 
which has been incorporated in the pub- 
lication the map will no doubt prove of 
considerable value to all persons inter- 
ested in Western Canada, on account of 
the complete railway information shown. 
Each system is indicated by a separate 
color making it a very simple matter to 
determine the location of a particular 
railway, and to observe at aglance which 
system serves certain points throughout 
Western Canada.

YIELD HUGE PROFITS 


Figures Relating to Minnesota Eleva- 
tors Show Nos. Three and Four 
: Sold as No, One 

Minneapolis, Minn—The terminal 
Slevators in Minnesota gained more 
than five million bushels of No, one 
Northern wheat asa result of mixing 
the wheat of lower grades during the 
crop year ending August 31. 1913, ac; 
cording to figures just made public 
by the state railroad and warehouse 
com.uission. 

Practically all of the inferior grades 
lost in amoun. in the elevators as a 
result of the gain made, in the No. 
one Northern. During the year the 
elevators received 17,566,059 bushels, 
of No. One Northern. These same ele- 
vators shipped out 17,866,598 bushels, 
and on Sept. 1 still had on hand 6,- 
006,218 bushels. The total number of 
bushels of No, one Northern the 
elevators had and shipped out 
23,172,816. The tot. average amount- 
ed to 5,606,757. 

The grain was purchased from the 
farmers on the grades that it went 
into the elevators and was naturally 
sold for the grade tht it came out 
The profit to the terminal elevarost 
during the past year was enormous 
according to those interested in the 
grain business. 

Much of the number two Northern 
that came in during the last crop 
year went to Swell the No. 1 Northern 
in the elevators. While there were 
11,148,039 bushels received only 7,623, 
650 bushels were shipped out, and 
thers was on hand on Aug. 31, 2- 


091,021. Here then there was a 
shortage of 2,091,021 bushels. This 
amount had been raised to No 1 


Northern. 

The same story fs told in the case 
of No. three Northern. The total 
amount received by the elevators was 
3,288,412 bushels. By Aug. 31, a to 
tal of 3,024,904-bushels had been ship 
Ped out and there was on hand 562,- 
752 bushels. The shortage here was 
210,756 bushels, all of which had gone 
to make up the higher grades. 

With No. four Northern the same 
proposition {s clear. The amount re 
ceived was 15,246 and the amount 
shipped out was only 3,525. There 
was none on hand Aug, 31. The short- 
age in this grade was 11,723. 

No Grade Shortage 

In the No Grade classification the 
S..ortage is larger than in any other. 
The total amount of No Grade wheat 
reccived wa8S 4,212,150. Ths amount 
shipped out was 1,210,295, and the 
amount on hand 282,954. The short-

Thero was an avcrage in the re 
jected class of 131,522 bushels. The 
amount received was 886,185, and the 
amount shipped out was 912,831, and 
the amount on hand was = 104,876. 
Much of the surplus here came from 
the No Grade wheat, according to in- 
spectors in the service of the Rail- 
roaad- and Warehouse commission, 

With the publication of the figures 
on mixing for the crop year that has 
just ended Minnesota and Dakota 
‘farmers are again béginning to won- 
der just what they have gained by 
the mixing right which the clevators 
possess. 

The figures only cover the publi 
terminal elevators. There are hun- 
dreds of private elevator. that do 
even more mixing than the public 
elevators. If the figures for all of 
the elevators in Minnesota that mix 
could be obtained, representatives of 
the Railroads and Warehouse commis- 
sioners say, the results would be 
much more evident . 

Farmers Were Anxious 

Farmers who were interested in the 
legislative investigations into the 
grain situation last winter have been 
\danxiously awaiting the publication of 
the results of mixing for the past crop 
year, 

The crop was one of the largest 
ever harvested in the northwest. 
Much of the wheat was of a high 
grade, 

Representatives A. F. Teighen, of 
Chippewa county, and C. M. Bendl.«- 
on and others, are conside-ing somo 
sort of legislation that will give the 
farmer more of a@ share of the result 
of the mixing. Representative Bend- 
ixon has been quoted as saying Le 
did not believe that the farmers were 
getting their full share of the enor 
mous profit. 2 

The farmers are paid for the wheat 
at the grade it goes into the elevators, 
he said, when the question was 
; brought up. The elevator men are 
the only ones who gain by the right 
to mix. There ought to be some leg- 
islation that will give the farmers 
some benefit from the privilege that 
is now permitted the elevator men.
